SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 27.—Mem- 


bers of the Taft party who arrived from 
the Orient today have summarized for 
tlie Associated Press their impressions, 


"It was a surprise to most of us to 


lehro that only t per cent of the till- 
able land is under cultivation aad that 
vast areas of the most fertile toil in 
tbe world is y«t untouched. The de- 
velopment of this fruitful laad, 'the 
opening of the great deposits of coal, 
inm and other minerals and the utili- 
zation of the 59JtoO,OOO acres of hard- 
wood forests, flffcr a rich field for the 
invetUmot of Anwrican capital and en- 
terprise. With their resources properlr 
developed, the Philippines will support 
40,000,000 people U easily as they now 
maintain 8,000,000.

DETROIT, Sept. 27.—Surgeon General 


Suzukui. of the imperial Japanese navy, 
today in his address before the con- 
vention of military surgeons of the 
United Sift teg, made what was declared 
by Medical Director J. S. Wise of this 
United States navy to be the most valu- 
able contribution of modern times to 
naval surgery. 


"Much of our success in the treatment 


of wounds," said Dr. Suzukui. "I ascribe 
to the fact that before every engage- 
ment I ordered each member of the crew 
to bathe" and put on clean undercloth- 
ing. In many instances pieces of under- 
clothing are carried into the body and 
our insistence ou clean underclothing 
prevented many cases of blood poisoning 
among otir wounded. 


"Our experience during the war prov- 


ed that the conning tower of a war- 
ship is a most dangerous station: frag- 
ments of shells penetrating through the 
slits in the tower made to furnish the. 
commanding officer n range of vision, do 
great damage. Realizing this fact, Ad- 
miral Togo in the naval engagements di- 
rected his fleet from the eoihpads bridge 
of the Mikasa without receiving the 
slightest wound.

of American common schools. 
These 


schools, steadily increasing in number, 
attended now by 375,000 children out 
of an enrollment of more than 500,000, 
will, more than any other influence, help 
tixabolish the multitude of dialects and 
to uhifjr and regenerate the people, of 
the Philippine islands.

This ar- 
rangement- was never satifactory, the

Hence the provisions of the protocol were 
never carried out. 


The agreement signed today provides 


that China shall assume all the respon- 
| sibility of the care of the river, and fur- 
nish all the funds, foreigners contrib- 
uting nothing, cither by -way of taxa- 
tion or grant. 


The interests of foreigners are safc- 


j guarded by a stipulation that all Chinese 
notion on the matter is to be subject 
to foreign approval in every case, while 
a periodical admission of the .accounts 
of the disbursement of the necessary 
funds is guaranteed. 


The ijuestion of the opium revenue at
